Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ray  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1959 • 

The  year  was  a lucky  and  happy  one  for  the 
people  of  Barrowford.  The  Live  Birth  Rate  showed 
an  improvement  on  the  very  low  figure  of  the  previous 
year.  On  adjustment  it  was  still  1.0  per  1,000 
population  less  than  the  national  figure  and  0.6 
per  1,000  less  than  the  adjusted  figure  for  Nelson. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  an  increase  of  1.1  per 
1,000.  The  numher  of  deaths  although s lightly 
increased  from  the  previous  year  was  confined  chiefly 
to  the  older  age  groups. 

Once  again  no  maternal  death  occurred  and  this 
was  the  eleventh  successive  year. 

Although  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  v/as  lov/or 
than  it  has  ever  heen,  the  Still  Birth  Rate  and  the 
Peri-natal  Rate  'were  very  high.  These  high  figures 
suggest  that  more  research  should  he  forthcoming 
on  the  causes  of  death  to  the  unhorn  and  newhorn. 
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Concerning  infectious  fevers  the  pattern 
throughout  the  country  h^s  changed  considerably 
since  the  beginning  of  the  centuryo  Apart  from 
Tuberculosis  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  every 
disease  has  dropped  considerably j,  and  many  such  as 
measles,  scarlet  fever  and  the  usual  children’s 
conditions  are  much  mildero  Owing  to  the  presence 
of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  and  a very 
determined  drive  in  the  survey  during  1958  when 
every  possible  trail  v/as  pursued  and  traced,  this 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  notifications,  but  the 
over  all  picture  was  enlightening* 

I am  again  grateful  to  colleagues  and  others 
who  have  kindly  supplied  me  with  information 
relative  to  work  outside  m^^  control  which  has  been 
of  appreciable  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report*  Also  I would  exxoress  my  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  the  courtesy  and  co-operation 
received  from  your  Council,  and  offiejaLs,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department,  Nelson,  with  whom 
you  have  a working  arrangement.

LIVE  BIRTHS 

The  total  of  65  live  births  (33  males  and  32 
females)  was  an  increase  of  3 on  the  previous  year, 
but  2 less  than  the  average  for  the  previous  5 year 
Of  the  total,  6 or  9.2^  were  illegitimate  v/hich  was 
the  highest  number  since  1926,  when  there  were  also 
6 illegitimate  births,  but  those  only  represented 
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1.2%  of  the  total  live  hirths.  Only  18  of  the  live 
births  or  28%>  actually  took  place  in  Barrowford. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  was  13.8  per  1,000 
population,  an  increase  of  0.7  per  1,000  on  the  rate 
for  1958,  but  O.U  per  1,000  less  than  the  average 
for  the  previous  five  years. 

With  an  \mchanged  Comparability  Factor  of  1.12 
the  Adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  was  15-5  per  1,000 
population.  This  was  an  increase  of  0.8  per  1,000 
on  1958:,.  but  1.0  per  1,000  less  than  the  national 
figure  and  0.6  per  1,000  less  than  the  Borough  of 
Nelson  Adjusted  Birth  Rate. 

STILL  BIRTHS  <> 

/in  increase  of  2 on  the  niomber  of  Still  Births 
in  1958  gave  a total  of  5^  of  which  ohe  was 
illegitimate.  This  was  the  highest  number  of  still 
births  for  four  years,  and  gave  a Still  Birth  Rate 
of  7I0U  per  1,000  total  births,  and  1.06  per  1,000 
population,  which  v/ere  increases  of  25 • 2 per  1,000 
and  0.43  por  1,000  respectively. 

Comparing  these  with  the  corresponding  rates  for 
the  country  as  a v/hole,  the  Barrov/ford  rates  were 
50.7  per  1,000  total  births  and  O.7I  per  1,000 
population  greater. 


DKATHS . 

Although  the  total  deaths,  82,  was  an  increase 
of  5 on  the  previous  year  the  number  was  only 
average  for  recent  years. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  17*4  per  1,000 
Estimated  population,  an  increase  of  1.1  per  1,000 
on  the  previous  year,  but  a little  less  than  the 
mean  rate  for  the  previous  five  year  period. 
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The  cDmparahility  factor,  for  adjusting  the 
death  rate  for  external  comparative  purposes,  was 
increased  again  hy  O^Ol  to  0.91  and  gave  an 
Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  I5.8  per  1,000  population, 
which  like  the  Crude  Death  Rate  was  an  increase  of 
1.1  per  1,000  on  1958. 

The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6 
per  1,000  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  for  Nelson 
15*9  per  1,000,  so  th.at  the  Barrowford  Rate  was  4*2 
per  1.000  greater  than  the  national  rate  hut  0.1 
less  than  the  Nelson  rate. 

Analysis  of  the  deaths  according  to  causes  shows 
the  main  individual  causes  to  he  the  same  as  recent 
years,  hut  an  increase  of  7 deaths  from  Vascular 
Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  made  that  the  principal 
cause  with  a death  rate  of  4o03  per  l,000o  Secondly 
was  Coronary  Disoase/Zingina  vdth  a death  rate  of 
3*61  per  1,000.  additional  two  deaths  from 

Cancer  gave  a death  rate  of  3.40  per  1,000  popul- 
ation an  increase  of  0.43  per  1,000  on  the  previous 
year  and  0.3I  greater  than  the  Nelson  rate  hut  1.26 
greater  than  the  national  rate. 

There  were  9 fewer  deaths  of  persons  70  years 
of  age  or  over  compared  with  1958,  hut  there  were 
15  more  deaths  in  the  age  groups  from  45-70  years. 

The  deaths  of  persons  in  the  former  group  showed  a 
reduction  of  15%p  whilst  in  the  latter  there  was  an 
increase  of  62%.  All  hut  one  of  the  27  deaths 
occurring  outside  the  area  took  place  in  hospitals. 
December  with  12  deaths  had  the  highest  monthly 
total,  followed  hy  Novemher  and  May  each  with  10.

This  comes  from  the  adjoining  Borough  of 
Nelsonc  Upland  surface  water  and  springs  on 
gathering  grounds  around  Pendle  Hill  to  the  west 
of  the  town,  and  on  Deerstone  Moor  and  Wilmoor 
to  the  east  of  the  town,  is  collected  in  reser- 
voirs at  Ogden  and  Goldwell  respectively • These 
have  a total  capacity  of  470,500^000  gallons • 

Prom  "both  these  sources  the  v/ater  is  mech- 
anically filtered  and  chlorinated*  It  is  soft 
and  throughout  the  district  supplies  were  main- 
tained at  a satisfactory  pressure. 

Samplea  of  both  the  raw  and  treated  water 
are  taken  regularly  hy  the  undertaking's  officers, 
and  submitted  for  hacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis.  All  those  taken  during  the  year  v/ere 
found  to  he  very  satisfactory,  and  there  v/as  no 
liability  to  plumb o-solvent  action. 

During  the  drought  experienced  last  year, 
supplies  v/ere  maintained  throughout. 

Jir.  Gilchrist  Smith,  the  Borough  of  Nelson  Water 
Engineer  inforined  me  that  temporary  extra  supplies 
were  taken  from  Black  Moss  keservoirs  and  from  a 
spring  on  Pendle  Hill.  Also  that  the  emergency 
measures  taken,  together  with  an  extremely  good 
response  to  -appeals  for  water  economy  made  it 
possible  to  maintain  a continuous  supply  over  the 
exceptionally  dry  period. 

It  is  estimated  that  1855  houses  with  a 
population  of  approximately  4646  are  supplied 
from  public  mains.  There  are  however,  43  hpusea 
v/ith  an  approximate  i^opulation  of  64,  that  re- 
ceive their  water  supplies  from  private  sources. 
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These  are  mainly  situat.^d  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  area.  In  some  of  those  cases  repairs  or 
improvements  are  required  and  some  could,  with 
advantage,  he  connected  to  the  public  mains  aa 
there  are  instances  in  which  there  appears  to 
he  inadequate  j)rotecticn  against  contamination. 

No  houses  are  supplied  hy  means  of  stand- 
pipes. Extensions  to  the  water  mains  totalling 
167  yards  were  made  during  the  year,  also  3 new 
houses  and  2 existing  houses  were  connected,  to 
the  public  mains  supply.  No  joint-service  pipe 
replacements  were  carried  out,  hut  it  is 
estimated  that  some  64  houses  have  an  inadequate 
internal  water  supply  due  to  the  defective 
condition  of  some  of  these  service  pipes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sev/erage  system  serves  all  the  urban 
area  with  the  exception  of  farms  and  some  houses 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  area.  There  is  a natural 
gravitation  to  your  Council’s  disposal  works 
in  the  low  lying  area  to  the  south  west  of  the 
district,  and  actually  situate  just  in  the 
Burnley  Rural  District  lorea  in  the  parish  of  Old 
Laund  Booth. 

The  works  include  automatic  screening, 
detritus  tanks,  a storm  water  cverflov/,  primary 
and  secondary  settling  tanks,  percolating  filters, 
humus  and  storm  water  tanks,  and  sludge  drying 
beds.  The  final  effluent  is  discharged  into 
Pendle  Water. 

No  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
or  additions  thereto,  were  undertaken  during  the 
year,  but  5 new  houses  were  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system.

no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis,  dysentery  or 
food  poisoning®  The  number  of  .cases  of  Tuberculosis 
was  the  same  as  last  year,  which  v/as  the  highest 
number  since  1949 • 

Prom  a case  incidence  comparison,  the  Scarlet 
Fever  rate  exceeded  the  national  figure  and  the 
Nelson  figure,  as  did  the  Barrowford  incidence  rate 
for  Respiratory  Tuberculosis® 

Since  v/riting  my  last  annual  report  I have 
received  from  Dr®  J®  P®  Capper  the  Medical  Director 
of  the  Noo  5 Mass  Radiography  Unit,  a final  report 
of  the  survey  carried  out  v/hen  the  unit  was 
stationed  in  Nelson  during  the  period  August  to 
November,  1958 ® Barro\¥ford  residents  were,  of 
course,  also  included  in  the  survey® 

In  view  of  my  previous  remarks  with  regard  to 
tuberculosis,  I would  like  to  quote  the  following 
extracts  from  Dr.  Capper’s,  report. 

Response. 

In  this  survey  we  X'-rayed  10,850  examinees, 
while  in  1954  v;e  x-rayed  13^757  examinees.  Fart  of 
this  decrease  in  mombers  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  in  1954  we  x-rayed  1,512  schoolchildren 
over  11  years  of  age,  which,  due  to  Ministry  of 
Health  regulations  we  were  not  allov/ed  to  x-ray  in 
this  survey®  There  was  also  a drop  in  industrial 
examinees  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  cotton 
recession®  There  was  again  a high  General  Public 
response,  but  the  lack  of  General  Practitioner 
referrals  is  accounted  for  by  the  special  sessions 
held  for  them  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 


FINDINGS 

In  all  23  cases  of  active  tuDerculosis  v/ere 
discovered  giving  a rate  of  2.1  per  thousand  exam- 
inees. We  also  fo'ond  11  cases  of  tuberculosis 
req^uiring  only  occasiona.1  supervision.  It  is  noted 
that  the  tuberculosis  rate  is  equally  distributed 
between  the  sexes ^ but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  rate  of  finding  in  industry  is  2.5  per  thousand 
x-rayed  while  the  General  Public  rate  is  1.5  per 
thousand  x-rayed.  The  rate  of  finding  in  industry 
in  1954  was  only  .91  per  thousand  and  for  General 
Public  lel7  per  thousand.  It  will  be  noticed^  there- 
fore ^ that  the  industry  findings  rate  has  more  than 
doubled  and  a conclusion  must  therefore  be  dravm 
that  the  focal  point  of  the  next  survey  must  be 
based  on  industry. 

The  rate  of  tuberculosis  discovered  in  1954  was 
1.24  per  thousand  and  this  included  the  group  requir- 
ing only  occasional  supervision^  as  in  those  days 
our  classifications  v/ere  different.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  tuberculosis  in  the  recent  survey  which 
is  in  line  with  the  rest  of  the  area,  i.e. Burnley, 
Colne,  Brierfield  and  Padiham  and  is  much  higher 
than  the  avera.ge  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

SlGNlFICidTT  /ABNORMALITIES 

Wc  discovered  two  cases  of  malignant  neoplasm, 
both  males,  and  those  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  for  treatment. 

The  survey  was  very  successful,  particularly ^ in 
view  of  the  cotton  recession,  but  it  is  obvious  with 
the  fi.'gures  shown  that  the  next  survey  should  take 
place  as  soon  as  possible. 

Of  the  8 new  patients  notified  5 (2  males  and  3 
females)  were  respiratory  cases  and  3 (females)  were 
non-respiratory  types.  There  were  no  cases  trans- 
ferred into  Barrowford  during  the  year  but  7 cases 
(4  males  and  1 female  - respiratory,  and  2 females 
non-respiratory)  'were  removed  from  the  register  for 
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the  folloY/ing  reasons  - Patient  died  3^  “Recovered”  2, 
Removed  out  of  district  2o 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  41  patients 
on  the  register^  33  respiratory  cases  (19  males  and 
14  females)  and  8 non-respiratory  cases  (l  male  and 
7 females )p  an  increase  of  one  case  on  the  state  of 
the  register  tv/elve  months  previously o 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  was  apparently 
efficient  and  no  action  was  found  to  hcnecessary 
under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act^  1936  for 
the  compulsory  Removal  to  hospital  of  infectious 
persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory 
tract o 

Enquiries  concerning  patients  suffering  from 
certain  of  the  infectious  diseases ^ the  supplying  of 
free  disinfectant  and  the  terminal  disinfection  of 
rooms j,  clothing^  bedding^  etCo  is  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department , Nelson,  in 
accordance  with  an  agreement  between  the  two  author- 
ities* 

During  the  year  7 rooms  in  7 houses  and  65 
articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  Y/ere  disinfected. 
Formalin  spray  or  vapourisation  is  the  method  used 
for  rooms.  Articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  are 
subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  the  apparatus  used 
being  the  property  of  Nelson  Corporation  and  situate 
at  the  Cleansing  Department-^,  Charles  Street,  Nelson.
